S VANISH 


“Quietly Disappeared” 
When Canadians Unable 
to Meet Prices of For- 


eigners, Says Witness. 


OTTAWA, Jan. 9. — The only 
“puncture-proof” method of getting 
around the Combines Investigation 
| Act is to form a merger, C. H. G. 
| Shortt, general manager of the 
| Lake of the Wocds Milling Com 
| pany, told the Royal Commission 
| on Mass Buying here Tuesday. His 
comment was interjected into a dis- 
| cussion in which he ventilated the 
| difficulties of the milling execu- 
tives in the matter of stabilizing 
the industry in the face of the 
rigid provisions of the Act. 

For a number of years, said 
Shortt, the Canadian National Mill- 
ers’ Association had sought to 
| achieve this stabilization. But over 
{all their discussions loomed the 

spectre of the C, I. A, deterring 
| them from taking any action lest 
| that action be deemed a violation 
| of the law. 
| MANY PANACEAS 
| Tuesday's evidence was devoted 
exclusively to the milling industry. 
| The session saw W. J. Peaker, spe- 
cial investigator for the commis- 
sion, submit a symposium of opin- 
ion from a number of millers voic- 
| ing their recommendations on what 
was required to put the industry 
back on its feet. Thes@ ranged from 
nationalization to rationalization — 
{the establishment of production 
quotas. Some advocated placing 
the industry under the marketing 
board for domestic purposes. 

The effect of losing the export 
market upon the Canadian milling 
industry was emphasized by E. C 
MacLachlan general manager since 
1932 of the Maple Leaf Milling 
company. His concern was doing 
its utmost to broaden its outlets 
This year there had been a slight 
increase in the export trade. 


WHEAT POOL ANGLES 


Many factors entered into the 
| present conditions. Among them 
| was the action of the wheat pools 
said McCarthy, some years ago. The 
people in Europe had regarded the 


pools as threatening them with 
holding off their wheat for higher 
prices.

| Lachlan, general manager of the 
Maple Leaf Milling Company. The 
| company operated four mills. One 


at Port Colborne had a capacity of 
12,000 barrels a day, but only 6,000 
| were being produced. The mills at 
West Toronto produced 2,150, at 
| Kenora, 3,000 and Medicine Hat 1,- 
| 650 barrels. 

The bakeries controlled by the 
| Maple Leaf Co. took about 40 per 
}cent of the parent company’s out- 
| put. They have, however, the right 
to purchase from other companies 
if the flour was cheaper and of 
the same grade. 

HEDGED FLOUR SALES 

The company hedged its flour 
sales by the purchase of wheat or 
the Winnipeg market. These hedg- 
ing operations were kept “flat”, ai- 
| though there might be some fluctu- 
ations either way. 

Flour prices were ordinarily 
slightly higher in western Canada 
than in eastern due to a more ex- 
pensive distribution system. There 
were many elevators in the west at 
which flour shipped in less than 
carload lots was sold retail. The 
shipping costs were high and the 
elevator operators were paid on 
commission. At present flour prices 
| were about the same in east and 
west but as a rule they were in- 
clined to be higher in the west. 
“QUIETLY DISAPPE~™D" 

“What has happened to your ex 
port trade?” asked Mr. Young. 

“It has quietly disappeared,” was 
the reply. The reason, MacLachlan 
added, was that Canacian mills 
could not meet prices at which for- 
eign millers were ready to sel! 
Canadian mills had to pay more 
for their wheat than other mills 
paid for Argentine wheat where a 
bonus system was in operation,

fully. The companies in the indus-

impossible.

WHAT ARE THE FACTS? 

Commenting on the ruling of the Governors 
of the University that a member of the teach- 
ing staff must not become a candidate for the 
legislature or for parliament, Dr. W. H. Alex- 
ander is quoted as saying if he “had been the 
prospective parliamentary candidate of either 
of the eminently respectabie old line parties” 
the Governors would not have taken the action 
they did take. 

The Bulletin did not approve, and has stated 
that it did not approve, the action of the 
Governors.® Still less does it approye the wild 
statement attributed to Dr. Alexander. 

What this amounts to is a direct charge that 
the Governors were animated by political bias.

THIS MUST STOP 

The taxable property in Edmonton is 
assessed at $56,500,000, in round figures. Pro- 
perty that was formerly taxable but has been 
taken over by the city is rated at nearly 
$9,000,000. 

That is to say, about 14 per cent, or more 
than one-eighth, of the property which should 
be taxable has passed into the possession of the 
city, and now pays no taxes. The other seven- 
eighths have to carry the load, including the 
interest charges on the tax arrears against the 
confiscated property. 

Add to this church property, schoo! property, 
property of the Provincial and Dominion Gov- 
ernments, parks, play-grounds, fair grounds, 
University property, hospitals, property of 
relief-renters on which the city is paying rent 
equal to the taxes—and it is clear beyond, any 
question that taxpayers in Edmonton have been 
reduced to the “irreducible minimum” consistent 
with city solvency. 

Unless an end is put to the confiscation of 
property and reduction of the numbers of tax- 
payers, the city is headed for bankruptcy, with- 
out doubt. For the point has been reached 
where lopping a hundred names off the tax list 
is a much more serious matter than it was when 
the total number of names was fifty per cent 
larger. 

Confiscation tends to proceed with inoreasing 
velocity. Taxes are now higher than can he 
paid with strict regard to the value of property 
or the economic use of money, At the end of 
1933 there were 4537 homes in the city in arrears 
of taxes. If half of them were taken over, the 
resulting increase in taxes levied on the remain- 
ing homes would precipitate as many or more 
delinguencies.

MORTGAGE INTEREST RATES 

One of the great Canadian life insurance 
companies, with millions of dollars invested in 
mortgages in that city, has voluntarily reduced 
interest rates on loans in the business district 
of Vancouver. Reductions are said to amount 
in eases to more than one-third, from 6'4 per 
cent to 4 per cent

In these times the margin of expense neces- 
sary to make the difference between business 
success and failure is very narrow. A business- 
man who pays only 4 per cent on the mortgage 
on his block has an obvious advantage over a 
competitor who has to pay six or seven per cent. 
An advantage that may be quite great enough 
to enable the one to wreck the other; or at least 
to keep solvent while the other, equally deserv- 
ing and capable, goes broke. 

It sounds plausible to say that what a bor- 
rower must pay and what a lender may collect 
is a matter of concern only to themselves. But 
though plausible, that happens to not be true. 
The record of the last four years supplies evi- 
dence in plenty that the public are also con- 
cerned if one man is obliged to pay sxcessive 
rates while another pays a rate reasonable for 
the time.

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obtainable at 4 per cent has an equally clear 
advantage over another where 6 or more per 
cent has to be paid. The certain effect is to 
discourage building in the city that is penalized 
by the high rates. And where building is dis- 
couraged builders go on relief and have to be 
supported at the public expense, That is some- 
thing in which parliament has a very proper 
concern 

Fer four years parliament has given passive 
assistance in holding mortgage-interest rates up 
to the pre-depression level. So long as they 
were maintained at that level everywhere and 
to all, there was at least uniformity of stagna- 
tion as between cities and no favoritism 
between individuals. It was a wrong policy, and 
a mistaken policy, but it hit everybody alike 
and all sections in the same way. 

Now that one great company is emercising its 
undoubted right to reduce rates to its mort- 
gagors in one city, parliament is confronted 
with the question of whether and what action 
should be taken by it to equalize rates down- 
ward, both for other mortgagors in the same 
city and for all mortgagors in all cities.

The Passing Show

Mayor “Gerry” McGeer, of Vancouver, the 
white hope of western Canada, started the New 
Year by announcing he will make application 
to the B. C. Legislature for power to reduce 
the interest rate on the bonded debt of his city 

That was a pretty bomb to 
hurl frown Vancouver into the 
middle of St. James Street, 
Montreal. 

The interest-bearing debt 
of Vancouver totals $78,000,- 
000 and carries an average 
interest rate of five per cent, 

This is the first shot in 
what one may confidently 
predict will be a memorable 
year in western Canada’s 
fight for freedom from the 
tyranny of vested money 
rights. Will the B. C. Legislature grant the re- 
quest? Is Mr. McGeer strong enough to carry 
out his program? 

With confidence it can be asserted that the 
B. C. Legislature will grant the demand. The 
Pattullo government has led the way in paring 
down interest. Five municipalities, including 
North Vancouver and Buynaby, which are vir- 
tually suburbs of Vancouver, are in the hands 
of receivers appointed by tue government. On 
the prompting of the Minister of Municipalities, 
Hon. Wells Gray—and therefore with the ap- 
proval of the government itself—these five 
municipalities are taking powers to convert 
their outstanding bonded debt. The new bonds 
will carry interest of 1 per cent for the next 
five years, and thereafter what the municipali- 
ties can afford to pay up to, but not exceeding, 
three per cent. 

What is good for the North Vancouver and 
Burnaby goose, must be good for the Vancouver 
gander. The provincial legislature—of which 
Mr. McGeer is an influential member—can 
hardly refuse the request of Vancouver's new 
mayor.

The B. C. government has already announced 
its willingness to co-operate with Mayor Mc- 
Geer in the program he has mapped out for the 
better governance of the coast city. At his 
request it dismissed both police magistrates, 
though one was an appointee of a former Liberal 
administration. The hatchet so freely flung 
across the Legislature at its opening session last 
year when Premier Pattullo and Mr. McGeer 
clashed, has been buried and its funeral service 
read. In his attacks on high interest rates on 
bonded debt, Mr. McGeer is fighting on the side 
of the government against a common enemy. 
We shall see action before many weeks have 
flown. 


Removal of the former police magistrates 
is linked up in a strange way with municipal 
finance. As is well known, prostitution is car- 
ried on more bare-facedly in the coast city than 
in any other city in Canada, save perhaps Mon- 
treal. This is due to a method in force for many 
years past whereby prostitution is virtually 
licensed. 

Instead of issuing licenses for street prosti- 
tutes, the city had a scheme whereby girls were 
periodically brought in and allowed to go free 
on putting up a bail bond which became forfeit. 
If a girl had not the $25 for bail, she would not 
be held. She would be set free to go out and 
earn the money. 

On one occasion I managed to get a girl's 
record showing that she paid $25 in forfeited 
bail at regular two-week intervals. When she 
was let free one night to “go and get it,” I fol- 
lowed her at a distance and learned for myself 
where, when, how and from whom she earned 
the $25 for the city coffers. So angered were 
two estimable leading ratepayers and church- 
men at the revelation of how these poor crea- 
tures were being used for the relief of taxes, 
that they tried to have my livelihood cut off. 

Last year Vancouver took $15,000 from the 
earnings of prostitutes through the medium of 
fines. That would be a trifling amount tom- 
pared to the sums taken through the bail sys- 
tem. To such degrading traffics are public 
bodies driven to uphold the sanctity of interest 
contracts. 


One might press the illustration further, 
One of the items of interest that Mayor McGeer 
in his inaugural address denounced as “consti- 
tutional and legalized thievery” is a yearly 
interest charge of $33,000 for the use of the 
city’s own money. The city has about $800,000 
of civic funds on deposit, and borrows about the 
same amount of money from the same bank. 
But whereas it only draws 2 per cent interest 
on its deposit in special account, it is charged 
5 per cent on its overdrawn current account. 
Mr. McGeer is inviting the bank to refund this 
interest as wrongfully levied. Would it be a 
sivaining of logic to say that this interest levy 
probably balances the amount levied on the un- 
fortunates of the coast city. 

Interest is to be chopped in two; the prac- 
tice of using prostitution as a source of revenue 
has been stopped; a committee of leading citi- 
zens has been appointed to work out a plan 
whereby the levying of confiscatory taxes on 
homes and real property will cease. Men in 
receipt ef unemployment relief are to be re- 
guired to give an equivalent value of useful 
work. Active co-operation with other Canadian 
cities is to be sought to bring about a genera] 
constitutional revision of taxation, public’ sery 
ices and policing. The list would be incomplete 
without mentioning that the new Mayor pro- 
claimed last Sunday to be a day of public prayer 
in the churches for the restoration of industry, 
unity and peace to his troubled city. You 
can't gibe at a Mayor proclaiming a day of 
prayer after he has set carnestly to work to 
bring about a new Jerusalem, 


How will the other troubled cities of west- 
ern Canada react to the McGeer program. Can 
they resist such leading and such example? It 
can be said of Vancouver's new Mayor as 
Lowell said of William Lloyd Garrison:

Arthritis Healed From 


the Inside 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The most important part of the treatment 
of arthritis is to first remove the systemic tox- 
emia which is present. The fast taken at the 
start of the treatment will be found the means 
of getting the quickest results possible owing 
to the fact that during the fast the bloodstream 
cleanses itself of the poisons 
which i.e circulating in it 
and thus irritating the joints. 
Considerable benefit will be 
experienced at the start of the 
fast, but a complete cure 
must not be expected before 
a reasonable period of time 
because of the changes in the 
bone which have taken place. 
The time needed to secure 
noticeable improvement will 
be at least as long as it 
would take a broken bone to heal. 

At the same time the fast is taken, it is best 
for the patient to rest the sore, painful joints, 
to avoid further irritation while they are 
attempting to heal. Inasmuch as the circula- 
tion is generally poor, it is a good plan while in 
bed or sitting in an easy chair, to keep a hot 
water bottle or electric pad at the feet. This 
will encourage a better circulation of blood, 
bringing the blood to the feet almost as well as 
though the patient were exercising, and still 
there will be no irritation of the joints. 

The length of the fast must depend upon the 
condition of the patient. The overweight patient 
may fast for a longer time than for five days, 
and the fast will at the same time bring about 
a desirable Joss of weight. Practically every 
patient with arthritis may be fasted for five 
days with only good results. During the fast, 
the energy of the body is available for the 
elimination of waste and this elimination takes 
place about four to five times as fast as when 
the patient is eating. 

Following the fast, the patient must use a 
restricted diet. The bulk of the meals must be 
made up of raw and cooked non-starchy vege- 
tables and to these may be added one fourth of 
a pound of lean beef each day and one egg. 
The patient is to omit starch and sugar and this 
one measure of leaving such foods alone will 
greatly lessen the pain in the joints. The patient 
is to use plenty of salads and cooked vegetables, 
even adding the vegetables to the egg for break- 
fast if this seems necessary to encourage better 
intestinal elimination. It is a definite law in 
arthritis that the better the intestines do their 
work, the faster the patient gets well. 

An abundance of vegetables will have an- 
other good effect because it will furnish the 
food minerals which are needed to make the 
body alkaline. As a general rule, the arthritic 
patient suffers from over-acidity and the vege- 
tables provide the bloodstream with the min- 
erals needed to build up the blood and in this 
way assist in overcoming the anemia so often 
present in arthrilis. The meals must be cor- 
rectly combined to avoid fermentation. 

Along with the fast and wholesome diet the 
patient must pay particular care to returning 
the intestinal tract to its normal working power, 
so that wastes and impurities are speedily elim- 
inated. There is no other single measure which 
will do as much good in favoring rapid elim- 
ination as the enema. Through the use of the 
enema poisons are quickly washed from the 
body. The plain warm water enema must be 
taken at least once each day and preferably 
twice, throughout the fasting period and be con- 
tinued after the patient is on a careful diet until 
the intestinal elimination is accomplished two 
or three times daily.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1831 the then 
King of the Netherlands, who had 
been asked to act as an arbitrator 
as to the boundary between New 
Brunswick and Maine, gave his 
award, a compromise which the 
United States refused to accept. 
The situation was a peculiar one. 
Prior to the American revolution 
it had been to the advantage of 
Great Britain to push the bound- 
ary of Maine as far north as pos- 
sible so as to leave little to Can- 
ada, which was the French. Be- 
tween 1763 the date of the cession 
of Canada by France, and 1783, 
when peace was signed with the 
United States, the whole terri- 
tory had been British and it had 
been proclaimed several 
that the valley of the St. Law- 
rence was to go to Canada and 
the remainder to Maine and Nova 
Scotia, from which New Bruns- 
wick was later detached. But 
after the war of 1812 Britain 
found that this made Maine jut 
up like a great wedge between 
New Brunswick anc Lower Can- 
ada and some claimed a boundary 
which was altogether at odds with 
our own claims when Canada was 
French. 

Three commissions tried to 
solve the dispute, but it was not 
finally settled until 1842 when
